and spent 11 days in a coma. 

Many of the boys’ rela¬ 
tives expressed their disgust 
with the sentence. 

Zach’s mother, Desiree 
Judd, said outside the court¬ 
house that the justice system 
completely failed the fam¬ 
ilies. 

“I really had hopes last 
night that the judge would 
come back with something 
better, but I guess we were 
all let down.” 

Holubowich’s family also 
gathered outside the court¬ 
house and, for the first time, 
spoke publicly about the 
crash. His mother, Teresa 
Bateman, who cried through¬ 
out the sentencing hearing, 
read a statement. 

“We cannot imagine the 
loss or the grief that you’ve 
experienced and no matter 
how much we might pray, 
hope or wish that it isn’t so, 
this tragedy can never be 
reversed and for this we are 
sorry,” she said, her voice 
breaking.

Reps fear 
dozens of 
teaching 

t 'obs could 
leaxed 

Teacher representatives in 
Alberta’s two biggest cities 
fear dozens of positions could 
be lost, leading to a spike in 
classroom sizes. 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson pulled no punches in 
painting the fiscal reality con¬ 
fronting classrooms after the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
rejected a last-ditch contract 
proposal Tuesday. 

“Certainly, the commit¬ 
ments that were made with 
respect to operating numbers, 
in terms of the increases to 
the base grants, those things 
are not things that we’re go¬ 
ing to be able to deliver and 
I know school boards know 
that,” Johnson told reporters 
on Tuesday. 

The province originally 
committed to two per cent 
increases in base operating 
grants both for the coming 
school year and year after 
that. 

But Frank Bruseker, 

Calgary local president for the 
ATA, said if that increase falls 
through, he estimates 80 to 
100 teaching positions could 
be lost. 

Bruseker said predeter¬ 
mined salary-grid increases for 
teachers would make keeping 
them in the classroom more 
expensive. Cutting positions 
would, in turn, see more stu¬ 
dents packed into the average 
classroom, he said. 

Ed Butler, Edmonton local 
president for the ATA, said 
he’s also heard Alberta Initia¬ 
tive for School Improvement 
funding could be cut, and that 
would put another 50 to 75 
jobs in jeopardy. 

“If the base grants are cut, 
there will be staffing cuts,” he 
said. “They will be huge and 
it will mean larger classes. It’s 
not a very good situation.”

City council will consider 
more money this year to help 
fill in the damage from one of 
the worst pothole seasons in 
years. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi asked 
administration to report back 
on a program that would 
spend $10 million to $12 mil¬ 
lion for additional resurfacing 
work. 


He said he hopes it would 
target the areas where simple 
patches just won’t cut it. 

“I have asked administra¬ 
tion to allocate additional 
resources to deal with roads 
that have deteriorated so 
much that patchwork is no 
longer sufficient,” he said. 

The plan would be similar 
to a 2007 initiative when the 
city put extra money into re¬ 
surfacing work to deal with 
widespread potholes. The ex¬ 
tra money would come from 
within the transportation de¬ 
partment. 

Bob Dunford, director of 
roadway maintenance, con¬ 
firmed what many residents 
already knew — the city is in

the middle of a particularly 
bad pothole season. 

“We are having this pro¬ 
longed period of freeze, thaw, 
freeze, thaw. It’s kind of early 
for there to be no snow on the 
roads,” he said. 


He estimated the proposed 
budget would cover about 
345,000 square metres of 
grinding and paving work. 

“It covers a fair bit. It’s 
most definitely a step in the 
right direction,” said Dunford. 

He added grinding and 
paving will help repair the 
damage and prevent future 
breaks by resurfacing older 
roads. 

“Potholes are the symp¬ 
tom, they are not the prob¬ 
lem. They are the symptom 
of the overall condition of our 
arterial roads,” he said. “You 
look at the newer pavement, 
the stuff that is paved in the 
last number of years, and 
they’re fine.”

Snow storage. City’s 
newest site means 
upgrades for older ones

There is more to snow clear¬ 
ing than scraping it off Ed¬ 
monton streets. 

It has to be stored some¬ 
where. And as the city con¬ 
tinues to grow, more storage 
is needed. 

Horse Hills, the city’s fifth 
snow-storage site, opened 
last fall on the west side of 50 
Street south of Highway 37. 

“This is the first snow to go 
in here,” said roadway main-

tenance director Bob Dun- 
ford, also known as the “Snow 
Boss.” 

Prior to the permanent 
northeast site opening for the 
2012-13 winter, a temporaiy 
site on 66 Street was used as 
a fifth location to dump the 
powder. 

“It doesn’t look like it right 
now, but it’s on an ideal truck 
route,” said Dunford. “Because 
as things move forward ... this 
is the area where you’re going 
to see significant develop¬ 
ment in the next 20 years.” 

Currently built to one-third 
of its capacity at 600,000 cubic 
metres, the Horse Hills site 
will be Edmonton’s largest 
when fully developed at two 
million cubic metres. 

“As demand grows, we can 
develop the next segment and 
then the final segment,” said 
Dunford. “And that is the long- 
range plan.” 

The city’s other sites, con¬ 
structed from 1998 to 2008, 
were built according to the 
needs and knowledge at the 
time, but now upgrades are in 
order. 

“We’ve kind of evolved 
practices and our design, and 
come to something better 
and better and better,” said 
Dunford. “And I think we’ve 
finally got it mastered.” 

Each site has treatment 
ponds, where water flows into 
as the piles of snow melt in 
the spring and summer. The 
ponds allow for suspended 
solids to settle and be separ¬ 


ated from the water, which 
is constantly monitored as it 
is discharged into the city’s 
storm sewers via pipes. 

Most of these ponds are 
concrete but some of the ear¬ 
lier ones are clay-lined, which 
leads to erosion of the surface 
and, therefore, more sus¬ 
pended solids, said Dunford. 

The newer sites are also 
concrete where the snow is 
piled, but Horse Hills is the 
first where the entire dump¬ 
ing area is hard-surfaced. 

The priority is to expand as 
well as create a hard surface at 
Kennedale, located in central 
Edmonton, while upgrades 
are also slated for Pound- 
maker in the west end. 

“This is what we’ve evolved 
to,” said Dunford. 

And what an evolution it 
has been. 

Before the province put in 
guidelines for snow storage 
back in 1992, the city dumped 
its white stuff in the North 
Saskatchewan River, “which 
would not fly nowadays,” said 
Dunford. 

Throughout the 1990s, 
fields were used as temporary 
sites while the city built its 
permanent sites, which other 
municipalities look to for de¬ 
sign and method. 

And Dunford said Edmon¬ 
ton is a good example to fol¬ 
low. 

“Once the snow comes to 
Edmonton, it’s not going away 
until April. So it’s something 
we have to do.”

No more funds? Axing 
of STEP would mean 
money woes for students 


The potential loss of a long- 
running provincially funded 
summer job program could 
force students to withdraw 
from university, observers 
say. 

Applications for the Sum¬ 
mer Temporary Employ¬ 
ment Program (STEP) are not 
being accepted and language 
on the program’s website is 
in the past tense, leading 
people to conclude funding 
for the program will be cut 
in the March 7 provincial 
budget. 

“Three thousand less jobs 
in the summertime, that’s a 
huge hit for these students 
and it’s going to mean a lot 
of them just aren’t going to 
get any job over the summer¬ 
time,” said Bill Moore-Kilga- 
nnon, executive director of 
Public Interest Alberta. 

“With tuition being ex¬ 
tremely expensive in Al¬ 
berta, that could mean that 
some of them don’t have 
the resources to go back to 
school in September.” 


Student jobs 


• The Summer Temporary 
Employment Program 
(STEP) costs the govern¬ 
ment just over $7 mil¬ 
lion 


• The program creates 
about 3,000 summer 
jobs for students across 
the province. 


Losing STEP would make 
it difficult for some students 
to pay tuition, said Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Students’ 
Union president Colten Yam- 
agishi. 

“Of course it’s something 
we’re upset about. The STEP 
program, what it does for 
students is huge,” he said. 

A statement on the pro¬ 
gram’s website states “there 
is no decision on funding for 
STEP at this time.”

Shot in the hand. Charges 
laid against two people

RCMP have charged two men 
after an Alberta sheriff was 
shot in the hand at a court¬ 
house. 

Witnesses have said the 
sheriff was one of two guards 
transporting two prisoners 
Tuesday morning who were 
in custody following a drug 
bust. 

There was a scuffle in a 
hallway and witnesses heard 
two or three shots. 

Two men were spotted 
fleeing in a prisoner trans¬ 
port van, but were arrested 
within the hour at a rural 
home near Whitecourt. 

Alberta Solicitor General 
Jonathan Denis says there 
will be a review at the court¬ 
house where the sheriff was 
shot. 

“We will have our own 
internal investigation to see 
what could have been done, if 
anything, to prevent this cas¬ 
ualty,” Denis said Wednesday.

A new noise policy for the 
city should do more to ad¬ 
dress noise near LRT tracks, 
but one resident who lives 
nearby doesn’t believe the 
city is listening. 

Alexander Khan, a past 
president of the Malmo 
Community League who 
lives near Southgate station, 
said the chimes and station 


announcements could all 
stand to be lowered. 

“It really just pushes into 
the neighbourhood,” he 
said. 

Khan argued before coun¬ 
cil’s transportation com¬ 
mittee that the city should 
adopt more specific policies 
around LRT noise and not 
just focus on the line itself. 

“We have just taken such 
a narrow focus in transpor¬ 


tation in terms of getting 
people from Point A to Point 
B that we haven’t thought 
of the whole ecosystem,” he 
said. 

The city’s existing policy 
requires the city to build 
noise walls near roadways 
if the traffic volume reaches 
a level of 65 decibels on an 
average basis. Developers 
are also required to build 
walls in advance of new 


neighbourhoods near busy 
roads. 

The new policy, which 
still needs council approval, 
doesn’t change that, but it 
encourages city administra¬ 
tion to think about noise 
differently when it comes to 
LRT. 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
said this is a step in the right 
direction, because LRT trains 
can make louder but less fre¬ 
quent noise and wouldn’t hit 
the city’s 24-hour average. 

“Having noise that comes 
along every five minutes is 
not going to be measured by 
that, but can be irritating for 
a different kind of reason,” 
he said. 



Redford, Wall push for Keystone pipeline 


Saskatchewan Premier Brad 
Wall says he’s going to Wash¬ 
ington next week to not only 
urge U.S. lawmakers to ap¬ 
prove the Keystone XL pipe¬ 
line, but also to highlight 
green initiatives taking place 
in his province. 

“We need to tell that 
story,” Wall said Wednes¬ 
day after meeting in Ed¬ 
monton with Premier 


Alison Redford. 

Both premiers discussed 
strategy in what has become 
a full court press to impress 
on lawmakers in the United 
States the importance of 
the Keystone and Canada’s 
pledge to do what it can to 
combat climate change. 

“It’s important for us to be 
co-ordinated,” said Redford. 

“The first thing we want 


to do is speak to what Can¬ 
ada’s record has been.” 

Wall’s trip to the U.S. cap¬ 
ital comes on the heels of 
Redford’s trip to Washington 
last weekend. 

Redford met with 19 state 
governors to sell the message 
that the TransCanada Key¬ 
stone line is good for both 
economies and will deliver 
a larger supply of reliable oil 


south of the border. 

Redford has also empha¬ 
sized that Alberta is doing its 
part to reduce the climate¬ 
changing greenhouse gases 
that result from carbon in¬ 
tensive projects like the oil- 
sands. 

She has stressed that Al¬ 
berta is the only North Amer¬ 
ican jurisdiction to tax heavy 
emitters. Alberta is also in¬ 


vesting millions of dollars 
in clean-energy projects and 
beefing up environmental 
monitoring of the oilsands. 

Critics, however, have said 
the pace of development is 
outstripping these measures. 

Redford reiterated her 
pitch in a guest column Tues¬ 
day in the nationally circu¬ 
lated USA Today newspaper.

In a unanimous 6-0 deci¬ 
sion Wednesday, the court 
found that two of the four 
flyers distributed by William 
VVHiatcott violated Saskatch¬ 
ewan’s Human Rights Code. 
Those flyers referred to gay 
men as sodomites and pedo¬ 
philes. 

But the court struck down 
some language in the provin¬ 
cial code, clearing Whatcott 
of any wrongdoing in connec¬ 
tion with two other flyers. 

Whatcott produced and 
distributed leaflets in 2000 
and 2001 that contained 
inflammatory statements 
about gay men, prompting 
complaints to the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Human Rights Com¬ 
mission.

The high court agreed 
with respect to two of the fly¬ 
ers, saying they constituted 
hate-speech under the code. 

“The tribunal’s conclu¬ 
sions with respect to (the two 
flyers) were reasonable,” Jus¬ 
tice Marshall Rothstein wrote 
on behalf of the court. 

“Passages of (the flyers) 
combine many of the hall¬ 
marks of hatred identified in 
the case law.” 

The vilifying and deroga¬ 
tory representations used in 
the flyers created a “tone” of 
hatred against homosexuals, 
said Rothstein. 

“It delegitimizes homosex¬ 
uals by referring to them as 
filthy or dirty sex addicts and 
by comparing them to pedo¬ 
philes, a traditionally reviled 
group in society,” he wrote. 

Saskatchewan Human 
Rights Commission chief 
David Arnot applauded the 
ruling and thanked the com¬ 
plainants for coming forward 
“with courage in what was 
absolutely a sea of hatred to 
stand up for their rights.”

U.S.-style shock. 
Longtime employee 
dies after killing two 
with pistol at company 
in a small town 


Fears about U.S.-style mass 
gun killings gripped Switz¬ 
erland on Wednesday after a 
longtime employee opened 
fire at a wood-processing 
company. 

The shooting left three 
people dead, including the 
assailant, in the country’s 
second multiple-fatality 
shooting in two months. 

And it happened as the 
Swiss parliament prepares 
to consider tightening some 
aspects of the country’s fam¬ 
ously lax gun legislation. 

The country has a long¬ 
standing tradition for men 


to keep their military rifles 
after completing compulsory 
military service. 

This partly accounts for 
the high rate of gun owner¬ 
ship in the country, where 
some 2.3 million firearms 
are owned by a population of 
about eight million. 

A referendum to tighten 
the laws was defeated at the 
ballot box in 2011. 

On Wednesday, the 
42-year-old Swiss male ar¬ 
rived at the premises of the 
company Kronospan, in the 
small town of Menznau. He 
drew a pistol and started 
firing, police said. 

Seven people were wound¬ 
ed, six of them seriously. 

Officials didn’t immedi¬ 
ately have further details on 
the weapon or how the assail¬ 
ant acquired it. They also did 
not know how the assailant 
was killed.

Police fired gunshots at a 
monster shark on Wednesday 
in a desperate attempt to save 
a swimmer. 

The four-metre shark

tim, award-winning tele¬ 
vision and short-film direc¬ 
tor Adam Strange, 46, didn’t 
survive. 

Pio Mose, who was fishing 
at the popular Muriwai Beach 
near Auckland, New Zealand, 
said he saw the swimmer 
struggle against the huge 
shark. 


He yelled at the man to 
swim to the rocks, but it was 
too late. 

“All of a sudden there was 
blood eveiywhere,” Mose 
said. “I was shaking, scared, 
panicked.” 

Rutene said police went 
out in inflatable lifesaving 
boats and shot at the shark. 

Government shark expert 
Clinton Duffy said New Zea¬ 
land is a hotspot for great 
white sharks. 

But other potentially leth¬ 
al species also inhabit the 
waters, he said.

Obesity maps. Study 
shows regional rates 
in Canada with some 
'alarming' numbers 


Obesity rates are higher than 
ever, especially in certain 
parts of the countiy, say re¬ 
searchers who have mapped 
the changes to illustrate how 
Canadians’ waistlines have 
expanded over time. 

Overall, at least one-quar¬ 
ter of Canadian adults have a 
body-mass index (BMI) of 30 
or greater — putting them 
in the obese category — con¬ 
cludes a comprehensive study 
that comes complete with 
“obesity maps.” 

“Our analysis shows that 
more Canadians are obese 
than ever before — on aver¬ 
age, between one-fourth and

The effects of obesity are indeed 
expensive: In 2008 , they were estimated 
to cost the Canadian economy $ 4.6 billion, 
up about 20 per cent from 2000. 


one-third of Canadians are 
obese, depending on the re¬ 
gion,” said principal author 
Carolyn Gotay of the School 
of Population and Public 
Health at the University of 
British Columbia. 

Gotay said mapping 
regional rates provides more 
than a decade of easy-to-use 
visual snapshots that should 
help researchers, policy mak¬ 
ers and the public identify 
where investments are es¬ 


pecially needed to fight the 
obesity epidemic. 

“It seems to tell us that 
certain areas are definitely 
experiencing more heavy 
people,” she said from Van¬ 
couver. “In certain areas, the 
percentage of people who are 
obese is alarming and does 
have implications for health¬ 
care costs and quality of life 
down the road.”

betes and certain cancers, 
among them breast, prostate, 
colorectal and pancreatic.

Tremblay, who was not in¬ 
volved in the study, said the 
maps give “a nice pictorial 
summary” of current obesity 
rates region by region. 

“You see across time that 
the colours get darker or 
more ominous, showing very 
effectively visually the transi¬ 
tion that’s occurred in a rath¬ 
er short period of time,” he 
said Wednesday from Ottawa. 

The two territories and 
the Atlantic provinces have 
had long-standing problems 
with obesity among their 
populations, said Tremblay, 
director of Healthy Active 
Living and Obesity Research 
at the Children’s Hospital of 
Eastern Ontario. 

“In the (Atlantic prov¬ 
inces), they also tend to be 
less active and less fit. We 
don’t see that same pat¬ 
tern for the North,” he said. 
“Those trends have been 


there for a while, so I guess 
what is concerning is that 
they’re not being resolved.” 

In the 2011 Active Healthy 
Kids Canada Report Card, 
which Tremblay helped pen, 
the provinces and territor¬ 
ies were given an overall C- 
minus grade for investment 
in public-health promotion. 

B.C. and Quebec led the 
pack in per-capita invest¬ 
ment. Ontario was No. 3, 
though at a much lower level 
than the other two, and the 
fall-off in dollars spent on 
health promotion continued 
from there. 

While Tremblay is not say¬ 
ing there is a cause and effect 
between more money spent 
on promoting a healthy life¬ 
style and lower obesity rates, 
“it’s interesting that they 
align.” 

Principal author Carolyn 
Gotay hopes the study will 
encourage regions to look 
at their individual rates and 
come up with programs that 
target the factors that con¬ 
tribute to obesity within their 
own populations.

A win for Kelly

Clear path to Congress.

An outspoken gun-control sup¬ 
porter is poised to take a seat 
in the U.S. Congress, and her 
win in an Illinois primaiy is 
seen as a victory as well for the 
organization founded by New 
York City’s billionaire mayor to 
counter the country’s powerful 
pro-gun lobby. 

Democratic nominee Robin 
Kelly directly challenged the 
National Rifle Association in 
her victoiy speech Tuesday 
night. Her Chicago-area dis¬ 
trict is overwhelmingly Demo¬ 
cratic, and she is expected to 
sail through the April 9 general 
election and head to Washing¬ 
ton. The gun issue has returned 
to the national spotlight after 
20 young children and six 



adults were killed in a school 
shooting in December by a man 
using his mother’s legally pur¬ 
chased high-powered rifle. 

Vice-President Joe Biden, 
who has led White House ef¬ 
forts on gun safety, said Wed¬ 


nesday that voters in Kelly’s 
win “sent a clear, unequivocal 
signal” to the NRA and polit¬ 
icians nationwide. “The mes¬ 
sage is there will be a moral 
price as well as a political price 
for inaction.” 

Biden met with New York 
City Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
later Wednesday at the White 
House. After the meeting, 
Bloomberg said Kelly’s win is a 
sign of things to come for gun- 
control legislation. 

Kelly, who would replace 
disgraced former U.S. Rep. Jesse 
Jackson Jr., gained huge mo¬ 
mentum as Bloomberg’s polit¬ 
ical action committee poured 
$2 million into anti-gun tele¬ 
vision ads in her favour. Kelly 
promised in her victory speech 
to fight “until gun violence 
is no longer a nightly feature 
on the evening news” and dir¬ 
ectly addressed the NRA, saying 
“their days of holding our coun¬ 
try hostage are coming to an

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Luxor reeling after 
balloon crash kills 19 



Fallout in Egypt.

The Egyptian city of Luxor 
was seething with anger 
Wednesday in the aftermath 
of the fiery crash of a sight¬ 
seeing balloon that killed 19 
tourists. 

Luxor is utterly dependent 
on foreign visitors to survive 
and residents assailed the 
country’s Islamist president 
for his silence over the crash. 

Mohammed Morsi has yet 
to publicly speak about the 
tragedy — and some in Luxor 
took that as indifference to 
the vital tourism trade. 

“Morsi should have taken 
a plane and come here,” said 
Salah Zaky, one of the owners 
of the five-star Steigenber- 
ger Hotel in Luxor, 510 kilo¬ 
metres south of Cairo. 


“The whole world is 
watching and he is asleep. It’s 
as if there is no government.” 

Hours after the crash, 
Morsi spoke live on TV at a 
meeting with political lead¬ 
ers — but only about upcom¬ 


ing parliamentary elections. 

Nine of those who died 
in Tuesday’s crash were in a 
group from Hong Kong who 
stayed at the Steigenberger. 

The husband of one of 
the victims had chosen not 


to go on the balloon ride and 
watched from the ground as 
it burst into flame and plum¬ 
meted to the earth, with his 
wife, daughter, sister and 
brother-in-law on board.

Reviled 
ex-boss of BP testifies in 
video at oil-spill trial 


He was once the object of ridi¬ 
cule and the focus of outrage 
after the 2010 oil spill in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

On Wednesday, former BP 
chief executive Tony Hayward 
made a cameo appearance in 
a trial to decide how much 
blame the company must 
shoulder for the disaster. 

Hayward didn’t attend in 
person. Instead, he showed 
up just briefly on a videotape 
in what may be his only ap¬ 
pearance in the courtroom. 

Hayward, who famously 
said “I’d like my life back” at 
the height of the spill, isn’t 
expected to take the witness 
stand in the high-stalces trial. 

Hayward did testify in per¬ 
son before U.S. Congress and 
gave a videotaped deposition 
for this trial, but his role may 
be limited here by his lack of 
direct knowledge of the drill¬ 
ing operations on the Deep¬ 
water Horizon. 

Still, attorneys for the U.S. 
government and Gulf Coast 
residents and businesses 
showed a 20-minute snippet 
of his deposition, projecting 
the video on a large white 
screen in the courtroom. 

The attorneys have said

the London-based company 
bears most of the blame for 
the spill. 

And they accused BP of 
putting profits ahead of safe¬ 
ty by cutting corners on a pro¬ 
ject that was over budget and 
behind schedule. 

“I believe that the role of 
leaders is very important in 
shaping the culture of an or¬ 
ganization,” Hayward said in 
the videotape. 

He also said cost-cutting 
measures in the years before 
the 2010 spill did not have an 
effect on drilling operations.

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Astronomy. Black holes 
rotate nearly at the speed 
of light, say scientists 


There’s a new spin on super- 
massive black holes: They’re 
incredibly fast, astronomers 
say. 

It’s long been suspected 
that gigantic black holes lurk¬ 
ing in the heart of galaxies ro¬ 
tate faster and grow larger as 
they feast on gas, dust, stars 
and matter. But there hasn’t 
been a reliable measurement 
of the spin rate of a black 
hole until now. 

While black holes are dif¬ 
ficult to detect, the region 
around them gives off telltale 
X-rays. Using NASA’s newly 
launched NuStar telescope 
and the European Space 
Agency’s workhorse XMM- 
Newton, an international 
team observed high-energy X- 
rays released by a supermas- 
sive black hole in the middle 
of a nearby galaxy. 

They calculated its spin at 
close to the speed of light — 
1.08 billion km/h. 

This is the first “un¬ 
ambiguous measurement of 
the spin rate” of a supermas- 
sive black hole, University of 
Maryland astronomer Chris¬ 
topher Reynolds, who had no 
role in the research, wrote in 
an accompanying editorial.

Behemoth black holes —

Scientists are able to pin¬ 
point these monstrous ob¬ 
jects from the streams of 
X-rays emitted during a feed¬ 
ing frenzy. Knowing how fast

Utah alcohol laws 
under review 

One of Utah’s famously 
strict liquor laws forbids 
restaurants from pouring 
alcohol in front of cus¬ 
tomers. The idea behind 
that ban is to shield the 
mixing of cocktails and 
pouring of drinks from 
children and underage 
customers. The barriers, 
known as Zion curtains, 
went up around the state 
in 2010. 

But this year, the cur¬ 
tains may come down. 

Utah lawmakers have 
advanced a repeal of the 
barrier mandate, a move 
they say would encourage 
new business. The bill 
now goes to the House 
floor. 

A handful of bills now 
pending in Utah would 
ease the state’s liquor 
regulations.

Doing away with the 
curtains would mark a 
small step by the state to

beyond its borders. Our North 


Korean colleagues watched 
with surprise as we showed 
them we could surf the Inter¬ 
net from our phones. Koreans, 
North and South, love gadgets. 

In the past, rules were 
strict for tourists visiting 
North Korea. On a bus journey 
across the Demilitarized Zone 
into the border city of Kaesong 
in 2008, we were told: No 
cellphones, no long camera 
lenses, no shooting photos 
without permission. 

North Koreans cannot surf 
the “international” Internet, 
as they call it. The World Wide 
Web remains strictly off lim¬ 
its for most who live there.

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union has published de¬ 
tails from a Michigan search 
warrant of all of the infor¬ 
mation police were able to 
extract from one woman’s 
iPhone seized from her bed¬ 
room last September. 

“Before the age of smart¬ 
phones, it was impossible for 
police to gather this much 
private information about a 
person’s communications, 
historical movements and 
private life during an arrest,” 
wrote ACLU principal tech¬ 
nologist Chris Soghoian. 


“Our pockets and bags 
simply aren’t big enough to 
carry paper records revealing 
that much data. Today, five- 
year-old emails are just a few 
clicks away.” 

The findings have strong 
resonance in Ontario, where 
the Court of Appeal on Feb. 
20 declared police can search 
any cellphone if it is not pass¬ 
word-protected. 

Police can still search a 
cellphone that is password¬ 


protected, but they need a 
search warrant, the court said. 

In the U.S. case, police 
needed and won a search war¬ 
rant, but American courts re¬ 
main divided about whether 
it is necessary, Soghoian said. 

The data stripped from 
the iPhone was done by Cel- 
lebrite, a company devoted to 
decoding and extracting infor¬ 
mation from mobile phones. 
They sell a variety of portable 
data-mining machines. 


‘Monica's’ iPhone 


The state-sanctioned hack of 
the Michigan phone revealed 
“Monica’s” 104 call logs, eight 
passwords, 422 SMS mes¬ 
sages, six wireless networks 
and 10,149 data files of au¬ 
dio, pictures, text and videos, 
378 of them deleted.

Vancity Dash app keeps 
runners on their game

Tapping into technology has 
long been part of the routine 
for runners like Craig Slagel, 
from using stopwatches to 
digital music players to sophis¬ 
ticated GPS trackers. 

But Slagel wanted a more 
engaging experience, so the 
Vancouver-based app developer 
set to work on a smartphone 
game he could play while his 
feet hit the pavement below 
him. 

The result is Vancity Dash, 
an experimental iPhone and 
Android app that tracks a run¬ 
ner’s progress using GPS tech¬ 
nology, putting the user in the 
middle of a retro-style video 
game, complete with low-fi 
graphics, music and sounds 
that harken back to the early 
days of Nintendo and Sega. 

Runners collect coins as 
they go, which users who five 
in Vancouver can use to unlock 


local landmarks. Those un¬ 
locked landmarks, when a user 
runs by, provide bonus coins. 
Anyone using the app outside 
of Vancouver can collect the 
coins, but not the landmarks. 

The entire game is designed 
to take place in users’ head¬ 
phones, allowing them to con¬ 
centrate on the task at hand: 
Running. 

“My running friends are 
always looking for ways to 
enhance their running experi¬ 
ence, whether it’s music or 
looking at their GPS or timing 
themselves,” says Slagel. 


“I thought, ‘How about 
something that’s a bit more 
interactive and a little differ¬ 
ent? Really something to get 
you out?”’ 

Vancity Dash is part of a 
relatively obscure trend of 
location-based games, which 
use the GPS information from 
smartphones and tablets to al¬ 
low users to interact with the 
real world. 

Slagel created Vancity Dash 
with two other students who 
graduated from Simon Fraser 
University’s digital-media mas¬

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Expedition to 
send married 
couple to Mars 


Till space us do part. 
501 days of no-escape 
togetherness won't 
be every husband and 
wife's idea of fun 


It is a road trip that could test 
the best of marriages: Mars. A 
tycoon announced plans Wed¬ 
nesday to send a middle-aged 
couple on a privately built 
spaceship to slingshot around 
the Red Planet and come back 
home, hopefully with their 
bodies and marriage in one 
piece after 501 days of no-es- 
cape togetherness in a cramped 
capsule. 

Under the audacious but 
bare-bones plan, the space¬ 
craft would blast off less than 
five years from now and pass 
within 160 kilometres of the 
Martian surface. The cost was 
not disclosed, but outsiders put 
it at more than $1 billion. 

The team of space veterans 
behind the project hasn’t quite 
figured out the technical details 
of the rocket they will use or 
the capsule the husband-and- 
wife astronauts will live in dur¬ 
ing the 16-month voyage. But 
they know it will be an adven¬ 
ture not for the weak of body 
or heart. 

The trying circumstances 
include: No showers, limits 
on toilet paper and clothing, 
drinking water made from the 
crew members’ recycled urine 
and sweat, and little privacy. 

But the flight also comes 
with never-before-seen views of 
Mars. And there’s ample time 
for zero-gravity sex in space, 
something NASA doesn’t like 
to talk about. 

The private, non-profit pro¬ 
ject, called Inspiration Mars, 
will get initial money from 
multimillionaire investment 
consultant Dennis Tito, the first 
space tourist. 

The organizers hope to raise 
the rest through donations,

advertising and media partner¬ 
ships. 

NASA, which has talked 
about sending astronauts to or¬ 
bit Mars by the mid-2030s, will 
not be involved in this project. 
Instead, its backers intend to 
use a ship built by other aero¬ 
space companies, employing 
an austere design that could 
take people to Mars for a frac¬ 
tion of what it would cost the 
space agency to do with robots, 
officials said. 

Even though some of the 
hardware hasn’t even been 
built, Tito said he is confident 
everything will come together 
by 2018 with no test flights. 

It will be a stripped-down 
mission when it comes to auto¬ 
mation and complexity, mean¬ 
ing the couple will have to fix 
things on the fly and do more 
piloting than on NASA vehicles, 
said chief medical officer Jona¬ 
than Clark. 

The flight is timed to take 
advantage of the once-in-a-gen- 
eration close approach of the 
two planets’ orbits. The time¬ 
line calls for launch on Jan. 5, 
2018, the Mars flyby on Aug. 20, 
2018, and a return to Earth on 
May 21, 2019. 

It involves huge risk, more 
than a government agency like 
NASA would normally permit, 
officials concede.

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Never underestimate a romance 
film’s powers of persuasion 



Beautiful Creatures. 

Co-stars needed a 
second pitch to join 
the film 



It took a lot of convincing for 
young co-stars Alden Ehren- 
reich and Alice Englert to sign 
onto Beautiful Creatures, the 
movie adaptation of the popu¬ 
lar young adult romance novel 
by Kami Garcia and Margaret 
Stohl. 

In fact, both Ehrenreich and 
Englert initially passed on the 
project. “The reason I didn’t 
want to be a part of it was the 
way that it had been pitched 
to me—it didn’t sound like its 
own movie,” Ehrenreich ex¬ 
plains. “It sounded like they 
were just trying to capitalize on 
this genre, and because of that 
it wouldn’t be something that 
was personal.” 

But a second look at the 


script and a sit-down with 
writer-director Richard La- 
Gravenese helped persuade 
Ehrenreich, who got his start 
in the 2009 film Tetro, directed 
by Francis Ford Coppola. 

“He kind of explained to 
me that everyone he had as¬ 
sembled at that point with the 
cast and the crew, everyone 
was intent on making a movie 
like this but in a way that you 
hadn’t seen before and with 
more intelligence and humour 
than you usually see,” Ehren¬ 
reich says. “So that really ap¬ 
pealed to me, and then I was 
just so grateful that I was still 
able to get in the film.” 

That initial hesitation to 
wade into the Twilight-like 
young adult waters also helped 
Ehrenreich and British co-star 
Englert bond. 

“We both had a mutual re¬ 
spect I think because of that 
skepticism we’d both had ori¬ 
ginally about the project,” he 
says. “And Richard liked that 
about us and we liked that 
about each other.” 

One thing Englert doesn’t 
like, though, is that people 


keep calling her a poet, thanks 
to stories LaGravenese has 
been telling about her. 

“I scribble in a notebook. 
I’m just like a normal 18-year- 
old girl,” she says, apparently 


downplaying the notion. “This 
is the thing, I would never pos¬ 
sibly be able to say that. I love 
poetry, I’m very passionate 
about it, so I’m all the more 
embarrassed to think that 


people think I call myself that.” 

But Englert is definitely a 
singer-songwriter. A track she 
wrote while filming the movie 
made it onto the Beautiful 
Creatures soundtrack. 


Badly drawn boy 


Englert insists she's not the 
only artist in the cast, citing 
Ehrenreich's drawing and 
painting abilities — some¬ 
thing LaGravenese boasts 
of as well. "He does these 
great ugly drawings of 
people, which are great," 
Englert says. “They are. No 
one looks good in an Alden 
drawing." Ehrenreich con¬ 
firms this fact. "No, no one 
does," he says. "My mom 
has been very upset with 
me for them." 


“It was amazing. I mean, 
just like one of those things 
that you can’t really hope for,” 
she says. “I recorded it in the 
bathroom of the apartment I 
was staying in the warehouse 
district of New Orleans on 
Garageband on a computer. 
And then Richard heard it and 
liked it and we re-recorded it, 
but then he wanted to use my 
terrible bathroom version. So 
that’s in the film.”

New Girl. TV show took

Max Greenfield, who’s 
been nominated for an 
Emmy and a Golden Globe 
for his role as Schmidt on 
the Fox comedy New Girl, 
says he isn’t worried about 
being typecast. 

The idea makes him 
laugh.

Schmidt is a vain, over¬ 
sexed ladies man with obses¬ 
sive-compulsive disorder.

Oscars. Family Guy

Two female California state 
lawmakers have condemned 
Oscar host Seth MacFarlane’s 
comments during Sunday’s 
awards presentation as de¬ 
grading toward women and 
asked the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences to 
use better judgment in the 
future. 

Assemblywoman Bonnie 


Lowenthal and Sen. Hannah- 
Beth Jackson, both Democrats 
who lead the Legislature’s 
women’s caucus, sent a letter 
to Academy president Hawk 
Koch on Tuesday, requesting 
that the organization disavow 
MacFarlane’s behaviour. 

They objected to the com¬ 
edian’s focus on the physical 
appearance of several ac¬ 
tresses and quips about nude 
scenes. 

“Furthermore, there was a 
disturbing theme about vio¬ 
lence against women being 
acceptable and funny,” the 
lawmakers wrote. “From top¬ 
ical jabs about domestic vio¬ 
lence to singing about ‘boobs’ 
during a film’s rape scene, 
Seth MacFarlane crossed the

line from humour to mis¬ 
ogyny.” 

MacFarlane’s performance 
has drawn heat from critics 
since Sunday’s show. Blogs 
compiled highlights of his 
punch lines, which included a 
song that referenced leading 
ladies who have bared their 


breasts on film that were ac¬ 
companied by reaction shots 
from those actresses. 

He also made light of a 
domestic violence incident 
between rapper Chris Brown 
and singer Rihanna, and 
joked about the heavy accents 
of several Latina actresses. 

“On Oscar night, when 
Hollywood seeks to honour 
its best, Seth MacFarlane’s 
monologue reduced our fin¬ 
est female actresses to cari¬ 
catures and stereotypes, de¬ 
grading women as a whole 
and the filmmaking industry 
itself,” the letter stated. 

Academy spokeswoman 
Toni Thompson had no im¬ 
mediate comment.

Laframboise said the mixing of prints was 
an evolution of colour blocking, which in¬ 
volves teaming distinctive bright hues within 
one ensemble. 

Individuals can get a jump start on spring 
now by trying their hand at combining seem¬ 
ingly contrasting prints — keeping in mind 
that complementary colours are key. 


The classic colour pairing made a splash on the 
spring runways and may be among the easiest 
trends to work into your wardrobe. 

“It’s not about wearing a white shirt and 
black pants,” said Laframboise. “It’s really 
about wearing a striped top with solid pants, 
or a crisp white shirt, but with a patterned 
skirt that would be black and white.”

The conventional wisdom of 
cutting carbs and calories gen¬ 
erally has meant that pasta is a 
no-go. 

But recently, a new noodle 
has challenged that thinking, 
giving dieters a fresh — albeit 
slightly different — way to 
have their pasta. 

Shirataki noodles have 
attracted the attention of so 
many dieters of late. Their 
appeal? No carbs, no fat and 
almost no calories. 


These slightly chewy noo¬ 
dles are made from a water- 
soluble fibre that comes 
from a type of sweet potato. 
Though they once were found 
only in Asian markets, they 
have begun showing up in 
most large supermarkets. 

1. In Dutch oven over medium 
heat, bring broth to boil. Add 
carrots, celeiy, ginger and gar¬ 
lic. Cook, uncovered, until veg¬ 
gies are tender, 8 minutes.

We all know the rules when 
prepping your home for re¬ 
sale: de-clutter, remove per¬ 
sonal items and clean. How¬ 
ever there are more things 
you can do to make your 
home the talk of your build¬ 
ing. 

Now, you can always hire 
a home stager (usually rec¬ 
ommended from the selling 
agent) to help, but as your 
trusted decorator expert, I’ll 
share my own tricks of the 
trade to get your place appeal¬ 
ing to a new buyer. 

Buy accessories that com¬ 
pliment the space you are sell¬ 
ing, and not what you think is 


trendy at the moment. 

Putting your decor trade¬ 
mark on a space is not going 
to make buyers see the poten¬ 
tial of owning it themselves. 

For instance, if you live in a 
modem condo with concrete 
ceilings and floor-to-ceiling 
windows, choose a few strong 
industrial accents to play up 
those features: tall clear glass 
vases, a factory cart coffee 
table and vintage metal cap¬ 
puccino maker will help give 
off that urban vice. 

As harsh as this may be, 
paint away your personality 
with an updated neutral wall 
colour. Choose a colour that 
works with your floor and not 
necessarily your existing fur¬ 
niture in case you’ve already 
moved out and a potential 
buyer only has the walls and 
floors to see. 

The right colour will en¬ 
sure that without furnishings 
the space still looks co-ordin¬ 
ated and tied together. Trick: 
choose a paint colour that is 
two shades lighter than the 
colouring in the floors. 

This will make the entire 
space visually flow, feel big¬ 
ger and more tied together. 


Always sway toward cooler 
tones over warmer ones. Cool 
tones reflect more light and 
are less claustrophobic. 

In an empty, open-concept 
space, use area carpets to de¬ 
fine living areas. This way po¬ 
tential buyers can imagine a 
living, dining and office work¬ 
ing for them in such an open 
area. 

Choose your view to help 
with the sell. Install woven 
scrim shades to hide a bad 
view yet let light into the 
room. If you have a great city 
view then keep the shades up 
to show it off Any window 
in a bathroom or bedroom 
should offer a privacy shade. 

Lower your artwork. Buy¬ 
ers want spaces with high ceil¬ 
ings so by lowering your art¬ 
work the ceilings look taller. 
Simply lower everything two 
inches — ideally, the middle 
of your artwork should be 66 
inches off the floor. 

This is a great trick in con¬ 
dos and lower-level spaces 
that might only have standard 
height ceilings. 

A new sink, faucet and 
trend-setting laminate 

countertop can take 10 years 


off the age of your kitchen. A 
chrome restaurant-inspired 
faucet and dark grey soap¬ 
stone/concrete coloured 
counters are always good 
choices in urban spaces. 

Don’t invest in having a 
kitchen renovated for resale; 
offer the cost of a kitchen 
reno to reflect in the selling 
price and let the new home- 
owner customize the kitchen 
of their dreams. 

Choose the largest closet 
and pimp it out. A front hall 
or main bedroom closet fit¬ 
ted with dark wood shelving 
inserts and fancy rods will 
always impress a potential 
buyer. 

Install a battery-operated 
motion light inside the closet. 
Not only will your closet im¬ 
press a potential buyer but it 
will make the closet feel or¬ 
ganized and bright. 

Don’t leave a boot tray or 
a Remove Shoes sign at the 
front door. Once a potential 
buyer enters they should feel 
as if they already own it. 

Placing personal messages 
and signs around make the 
buyer feel that you still have a 
presence in the space.

Well I do understand that 
odours can be disruptive 
and annoying, so let’s look 
at your list, starting with 
shoes. If it is a running 
shoe, then a small sprinkle 
of baking soda in each shoe 
will help absorb the odour 
caused by moisture. Drying 


antistatic sheets will also 
help. 

But take a good look at 
the shoes. Running shoes 
in particular do have a life 
span and once they are 
done they are done. Suit¬ 
cases are always great with 
a dryer antistatic sheet, but 
after a long trip, always 
leave the suitcase open for a 
day or two to fully air it out. 

And finally sports equip¬ 
ment bags also need to be 
aired out regularly and the 
sports equipment needs to 
be washed after each and 
every use. 

I know that sounds like 
a lot of work, but this is 
really important to keep the 
bacteria level down, which 
reduces odour and avoids 
skin irritations. 

But remember, it’s es¬ 
sential that you deal with 
the odour source and get rid 
of it, not just mask it with 
fake perfume smells. 



Vinegar: the super substance 


How can I dean every room 
with vinegar?

Since there are 1,001 uses 
for vinegar, you might think 
there’s nothing it can’t do. 
Not true. Vinegar cannot 
solve world hunger. Nor can 
it phone your grandmother 
every Sunday. Short of that, 
this super substance is prac¬ 
tically unstoppable. Especial¬ 
ly when it comes to cleaning. 

The high acidity level 
makes vinegar effective for 
killing mould, bacteria and 
germs. Regular distilled 
white vinegar is more than 
sufficient for most jobs, but 
for really gross messes, get 
extra punch by increasing 
the acidity — pickling vin¬ 
egar, for example, has seven 
per cent acidity instead of the 
average five per cent. 

Vinegar in the kitchen 

Freshen sponges and dish- 
rags by soaking them over¬ 
night in a 1/4 cup of white 
distilled vinegar and just 
enough water to cover them. 
Throw them in the wash and 
they’re as good as new. 

Remove soap buildup and 
odours from the dishwasher 
by running an empty ma¬ 
chine with one cup of white 
distilled vinegar. Similarly, 


loosen grime and tackle 
microwave odour by bringing 
a bowl of vinegar and water 
solution to a rolling boil in 
the microwave for three min¬ 
utes. 

Vinegar in the bathroom 

Remove soap buildup with 
a non-toxic scouring solu¬ 
tion. Mix one part salt to four 
parts white distilled vinegar 
and say goodbye to soap 
scum naturally. 

Deodorize the toilet bowl 
and leave it sparkling by 
soaking the basin with three 
cups white distilled vinegar 
for half an hour before scrub¬ 
bing and flushing. When the 
bathroom’s clean, apply vin¬ 
egar’s magic to your head! 
Fight dandruff naturally by 
massaging vinegar into your 
scalp. Results beat the store- 
bought shampoos. 

Vinegar in the living room 

Enjoy crystal-clear windows 
with equal parts vinegar and 
water. The first time you try 
this, chemical residue from 
your old cleaner might leave 
streaks. Cut through the 
grime by spraying with un¬ 
diluted vinegar. 

Restore bright colours to 
your carpet by brushing on 
a vinegar solution. Mix one 
cup white distilled vinegar 
to every four litres of water. 
(Best to spot test in an out-of¬ 
sight corner.) 

Vinegar in the laundry 


room 

Reduce static without chem¬ 
ical-laden dryer sheets by 
adding half a cup of vinegar 
to the rinse cycle of your 
washing machine. 

As an added benefit, this 
will preserve the colour of 
your clothes! Restore the 
white to stained socks and 
dull dishcloths by boiling 


them briefly in a large pot 
of water with one cup white 
distilled vinegar. Let them 
soak overnight and wash nor¬ 
mally. 

Vinegar in the kid’s room 

To clean and disinfect all of 
the kids’ toys, add a good- 
sized splash of white distilled 
vinegar to soapy water. 
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Encaustic applause: artists wax 
poetic about medium’s mystique 


Versatile. The wax 
surface technique can be 
used on two-dimensional 
art or with 3D works 


Denver artist Jamie Lang sold 
nearly all of his small, hand¬ 
made tiles during a recent 
crafts show, and he can only 
guess the reasons why The 
adobe tiles are minimally 
decorated — with a red bicycle 
or a solitaiy house — and cov¬ 
ered with a thin, smooth layer 
of wax. 

“It was new, something 
different,” Lang said after the 
show in Boulder, Colo., while 
other artists packed up their 
wares to take home. 

Lang works in encaustic, an 
ancient medium of pigment 
and hot wax that’s resurging in 
popularity. 

The wax technique dates to 
at least the first centuiy AD, ac¬ 
cording to Iissa Rankin in her 
book Encaustic Art. Its popular¬ 
ity waned during the Middle 
Ages and Renaissance with the 
rise of tempera paints, but was 


revived during the mid-18th 
centuiy, says Rankin. Paint¬ 
ers Paul Gauguin and Georges 
Seurat were among those ex¬ 
perimenting with it. In the 20th 
centuiy, encaustic was featured 
in painter Jasper Johns’ work, 
including his iconic Flag. 

Encaustic involves heat¬ 
ing beeswax and damar resin, 
often with added colour, and 
either pouring or painting the 
mixture onto a surface. The 
tree resin helps harden and 
stabilize the wax. An encaustic 
surface can be two-dimension¬ 
al, such as wood or paper, or 
3D. 

Daniella Woolf, 65, an artist 
in Santa Cruz, Calif., says she 
discovered encaustic a decade 
ago and “completely fell in love 
with it.” Its versatility makes it 
the “glue” that holds disparate 
mediums together, says Woolf, 
author of The Encaustic Studio. 

Encaustic can be unpredict¬ 
able and unwieldy, but that 
adds an element of surprise 
and mystique to the results. 

The technique can be com¬ 
bined with anything from 
oil and watercolour paints to 
chalk, ink, photo transfers and 


fabric — even plaster and three- 
dimensional objects. Colours 
are mixed into or suspended in 
the wax, while objects are im¬ 
bedded. 

The encaustic process is not 
for the faint of heart. There are 
some basic safety precautions. 
The wax medium becomes 
molten hot when it’s ready to 
use, and if its temperature rises 
above 200 F, the fumes become 
toxic. 

For this reason, Lang, Woolf 
and Rankin work in well- 
ventilated studios. Each recom¬ 
mends having open windows 
and a fan near the workspace. 

“Once (the beeswax and 
resin) melts down and cools, 
it’s past (having) any kind of the 
toxic element to it,” says Lang. 

Additionally, because en¬ 
caustic involves fusing one 
layer of wax on top of one 
or more other layers, a heat 
source is needed. Woolf uses 
an open-flame torch. Heat guns 
and even some irons — specific 
to the task, not clothes irons 
— also work. Woolf recom¬ 
mends experimenting to find 
the equipment that works best. 
Her book lists basic supplies, as

does Rankin’s. 

“Used carefully, encaustic 
is safe, natural, luminous, ver¬ 
satile and a great way to either 
start painting or open up your 
creativity if you’re an experi¬ 
enced artist,” says Rankin, of 
Marin County, Calif. 

Encaustic paint starter kits 
— the colour is pre-mixed with 
the wax and resin — are avail¬ 
able online. Woolf and Lang 
buy their paint supplies from 
R&F Handmade Paints’ online 
store. Woolf also teaches work¬ 
shops for the Kingston, N.Y., 
paint manufacturer.

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Make your 
home run 
efficiently: 
clean the 
ducts out 


At home. Better air 
quality, a cleaner home 
and lower energy costs 
a few possible benefits 


John Santos of Los Angeles 
wants his home to be a healthy 
gathering place for family and 
friends, some of whom are re¬ 
covering from major illness. As 
part of his effort, he recently 
had his home’s ductwork pro¬ 
fessionally cleaned. 

“I wanted to make certain 
the air that they were breath¬ 
ing was as clean as it possibly 
could be,” says Santos, 54, a 
high school technology teacher. 
“Especially living in a city like 
Los Angeles, where the air qual¬ 
ity can really be poor and clean¬ 
ing the air systems can provide 
value.” 

Although many home- 
owners consider duct cleaning 
a way to make their indoor air 
cleaner, research on whether 
it can really create a healthier 
home is in the early stages. 

The Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency recommends 
looking into duct cleaning 
after fires, floods, pest infesta¬ 
tions and in hazardous waste 
situations, or if you can see par¬ 
ticles coming out of your ducts. 
Otherwise, the agency says it’s 
not necessaiy for the average 
household. 

Tom Keys, president of At¬ 
lantic Duct Cleaning in Sterling, 
Va., says his company has done 
more than 80,000 duct-cleaning 
jobs, and that many customers 
report back that they have bet¬ 
ter air quality, a cleaner home 
and lower energy costs. Cus¬ 
tomers often are surprised at 
how much debris collected in 
their ductwork over the years, 
he says. 

“Most of the people who do 
it, do it for peace of mind,” Keys 
says. His company has found all 
sorts of items in ductwork be¬ 
yond dirt and grime, including 
class rings, rare baseball cards 
and construction debris from 
when the home was built. 

Jodi Araujo, executive dir¬ 
ector of the National Air Duct 
Cleaners Association, says 
homeowners can tell when 
ducts are dirty by simply remov¬ 


ing a register cover, inserting a 
camera and clicking a photo. 

On the other hand, John 
DeSilvia, a contractor and host 
of DIY Network’s Rescue My 
Renovation, doesn’t generally 
recommend duct cleaning to 
homeowners. It’s normal for 
dirt to accumulate and stick to 
the sides of air ducts, he says, 
adding that the exception is if 
there’s visible mould growth. 

If you do have ductwork 
cleaned, he advises getting a 
few estimates and ensuring that 
the service you hire uses high- 
powered equipment to capture 
what they dislodge. Otherwise, 
the effort could backfire. 

“Any dust and dirt not 
collected will be distributed 
throughout your home, caus¬ 
ing a bigger problem,” DeSilvia 
says. 

If you decide to get your 
home’s ductwork cleaned, ex¬ 
pect to pay between $400 and 
$800 if there’s one HVAC (heat¬ 
ing, ventilation and air con¬ 
ditioning) system. If you have 
more than one zone, you could 
pay more. That’s because duct 
cleaners don’t just clean the 
ducts, they also clean the fur¬ 
nace and air handler for each 
unit, which could extend the 
life of your appliances. 

DeSilvia says homeowners 
can do a lot on their own to 
improve their HVAC efficiency 
by cleaning dirty coils, fans 
and registers, ensuring drain 
pans are emptying properly, 
and changing air filters at least 
three times a year. He also rec¬ 
ommends a yearly professional 
tune up. 

“Think about your heating 
and cooling system like you do 
your car,” he says. “You main¬ 
tain your car at least once a 
year.” 

Ductwork is usually in the 
basement of attic, so home- 
owners who decide to call in 
the cleaners need to move any 
furniture or other obstacles to 
create access, Keys said. You 
don’t have to leave home dur¬ 
ing cleaning because the dust 
and debris should be going dir¬ 
ectly into containment systems. 
Sterilization chemicals gener¬ 
ally aren’t needed unless you 
have an unusual situation such 
as mould or sewage backup.

The winner of the Brier 
final on March 10 repre¬ 
sents Canada at the Ford 
Men’s World Championship 
in Victoria from March 30 
to April 7. 


for the right to represent Can¬ 
ada at the 2010 Olympic Win¬ 
ter Games in Vancouver and 
Whistler. 

Martin, third John Morris, 
second Marc Kennedy and 
lead Ben Hebert won gold in 
Vancouver. They’ll be the dar¬ 
lings of this Brier as both the 
host team and the reigning 
Olympic champions. 

Martin can also become 


the first skip to win five 
Canadian titles, surpassing 
Saskatchewan’s Ernie Rich¬ 
ardson and fellow Albertan 
Randy Ferbey at four. 

Two of Martin’s four previ¬ 
ous Brier titles were won in 
Alberta, but both in Calgary.

Yalcupov currently sits 
fourth in Oilers scoring with 
six goals and 11 points through 
18 games, and though his 
minus-9 rating is tied for worst 
on the team (with defenceman 
Nick Schultz), coach Ralph 
Krueger wasn’t disappointed 
with Yakupov’s defensive ef¬ 
fort. “He’s very coachable,” 
Krueger said. “He’s willing to 
learn.” 

For the first dozen games, 
the Edmonton staff simply let 
Yak be Yak. Once he got his 
footing, it was time for video 
and Krueger said they’ve tried 
to pick out five or so clips per 
game for the Russian rookie 
to view in sessions. Yalcupov 
is still getting used to the NHL 
after his stint in the KHL dur¬ 
ing the lockout, where dump- 


and-chase hockey is as foreign 
as food not covered in dill. The 
youngster was playing on the 
third line for Edmonton after 
spending a good number of 
games on the second unit 
with Sam Gagner and Ales 
Hemslcy, but he didn’t mind 
switching it up to work along¬ 
side Lennart Petrell and Chris 
VandeVelde. “They’re all great 
players,” Yalcupov said. “I like 
playing with everybody.” 

The key move by the Oil¬ 
ers was keeping the rookie in 
a position to use his scoring 
prowess, which was done via 
the second power-play unit. 
Yalcupov cranked one from the 
side of the net on the man ad¬ 
vantage, giving the Oilers half 
their offence in what turned 
out to be a 3-2 OT loss to Chica¬ 
go. There will be some bumps 
in the road for the rookie — 
there always is — but Yalcupov 
is still an enthusiastic kid who 
wants to contribute and that’s 
always a nice asset to have on 
a team.

While the streak goes on and 
the Chicago Blaclchawlcs pile 
up points, the same words are 
repeated over and over.
